Sen.  Kennedy  issues  a  challenge

On  Friday  morning,  October  8, 
1976  at  10:30,  United  States 
Senator  Edward  Moore  Kennedy 
appeared  at  Fitchburg  State 
College's  Weston  Auditorium 
before  a  capacity  audience. 
Speech  instructor  Robert  Welch 
gave  a  five-minute  introduction 
before  presenting  Senator 
Kennedy.  Besides  Professor 
Welch,  Academic  Dean  Francis 
Pilecki  and  Kennedy  student 
supporter  Suzanne  Leland  were 
also  seated  on  the  stage.  During 
Senator  Kennedy's  one  hour 
appearance  at  the  college,  he 
proceeded  to  give  a  speech  and 
both  ask  and  answer  questions. 

Senator  Kennedy  began  his 
speech  by  declaring  that  national 
health  care  to  be  the  most  im- 
portant issue  facing  the  country. 
Continuing  his  remakrs  directed 
at  domestic   issues,   Senator 


Kennedy  first  looked  at  the  state 
of  the  economy.  Kennedy  feels 
that  jobs  are  the  primary  concern 
and  that  it  is  a  federal  respon- 
sibility to  create  an  economic 
climate  to  put  people  back  to 
work.  He  further  stated  that  high 
unemployment,  high  interest 
rates,  and  high  inflationary  rates 
must  be  dealt  with. 

Tax  System 

Next,  Senator  Kennedy  called 
for  a  fair  and  equitable  tax 
system.  Under  the  present  In- 
ternal Revenue  code,  workers 
are  paying  a  disproportionate 
share  of  taxes  while  special  in- 
terests explore  loopholes.  Ken- 
nedy objects  to  this  inequity  and 
added,  "The  worker  in  Fitchburg 
can't  take  advantage  of  these  tax 
shelters." 

In  the  area  of  health  care, 
Senator  Kennedy  cited  a  typical 
"immoral  judgement."  It  occur*

when  a  mother  allows  a  night  to 
pass  with  a  sick  child  because 
emergency  treatment"  is  too 
expensive.  The  mother  "judges" 
that  if  her  child's  condition 
worsens,  then  she  can  always  call 
on  qualified  treatment.  Other- 
wise, she'll  forego  adequate  care 
»nrt   take   a    chance   with    her 


child's  well-being.  Kennedy 
further  asserted  that  quality 
health  care  is  a  "matter  of  right 
not  privilege." 

Challenge 

The  Senator  concluded  his 

speech  by  issuing  a  challenge  to 

the  students  present.  As  leaders 

in  the  moral  issues  of  the  '60's, 


namely  equal  rights  and  the 
termination  of  policy  in  southeast 
Asia,  last  decade's  students  were 
in  the  vanguard.  Kennedy  now 

asks  whether  or  not  this 
generation   will    take    on    the 

special  interest  groups  plaguing 
society.

Campus  unrest 

Faculty  on  picket  line 


Fitchburg  State  Colleg  faculty 
continued  to  protest  their 
treatment  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  by  picketing  the  State 
College  budget  hearings  held  on 
campus  September  28. 

In  a  well-orchestrated  move 
designed  to  publicize  their 
situation,  local  faculty  members 
marched  in  front  of  the  Campus 
Center  throughout  the  day  and 
sat  in  on  the  budget  hearings  in  - 
the  Lecture  Hall.  The  number  of 
pickets  varied  from  about  twenty 
early  in  the  morning  to  forty  in 
the  mid-afternoon.  No  classes 
were  cut  in  order  to  picket. 

Dr.  Robert  Champlin,  chair- 
man of  the  Crisis  Committee,  was 
allowed  to  speak  at  the  budget 
hearings.  Champlain  described 
the  present  situation  as  in- 
tolerable and  said  that  the  faculty 
had  been  driven  by  the  in- 
difference   of    the    Board    of 


Trustees  to  go  public.  According  chburg  State  College  Education 
to  Champlain,  the  Massachusetts  Association  (FSCEA),  who  asked 
Teachers  Association  (MTA)  and  f°r  help  from  the  public  to  right 


the  National  Educators 
Association  (NEA)  may  convene 
to  consider  the  Fitchburg 
situation. 

Secretary  of  Education  Paul 
Parks,  who  was  presiding  over 
the  meeting,  said  that  he  did  not 
have  the  facts  himself,  but  that 
the  faculty  seemed  to  have  a  good 
case.  "If  they  really  haven't  had 
any  money  for  three  years,"  said 
Parks,  "then  something  ob- 
viously ought  to  be  done." 
Armbands 

Faculty  also  wore  green  arm- 
bands to  class  to  dramatize  the 
money  issue. 

The  picketing  was  televised  on 
the  Boston  television  stations  that 
night.  Channels  4,  5  and  7  sent 
newsmen  to  interview  Dr.  Alan 
Goldman,  president  of  the  Fit- 


the  injustice  done  local  faculty. 

Sit-in  planned 

At  an  October  6  meeting  of  the 
FSCEA,  faculty  proposed  to  rent 
a  bus  to  go  to  Boston  for  the 
October  14  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees.  This  measure  was 
decided  on  to  dramatize  their 
unhappiness  with  the  treatment 
rendered  them  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees. 

Also  faculty  discussed  a 
proposal  to  refuse  all  other  duties 
but  the  meeting  of  students  and 
the  teaching  of  classes  unless 
they  received  a  firm  money  offer. 
Final  resolution  of  that  proposal 
was  deferred  to  October  15  in  the 
hope  that  a  firm  offer  may  be 
coming  forthwith  from  the 
Trustees.

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Student  help  sought  in  letter  campaign 
More  on  pride 


In  my  last  column,  I  discussed  briefly  the  notion  of  pride  in 
our  institution.  I  wrote  about  the  importance  of  recognizing  that 
we  are  a  first-rate  school,  and  how  essential  it  is  that  we  remind 
each  other  --  all  of  us  in  the  community  -  about  just  how  good  we 
are. 

That  kind  of  comment  might  be  taken  lightly  by  some  and  be 
criticized  by  others  as  too  chauvinistic  in  terms  of  the  in- 
stitution. It  seems  to  me,  though,  that  this  is  not  the  case.  Often 
in  my  experience  in  public  higher  education  in  Massachusetts,  I 
have  encountered  people  who  believe  that  they  are  less  than  the 
best. 

I  have  met  faculty  and  administrators  who  believed  that 
because  we  were  a  state  institution,  we  were  somehow  not  as 
good  as  a  private  college. 

I  have  met  students  who  seem  to  express  the  concept  that 
because  a  state  college  was  less  expensive  to  the  individual 
(only  because  the  total  taxpayers  pay  the  rest  of  what  is  really  a 
quality  program)  somehow  the  education  was  less  than  the  best. 
It  is  really  important  for  us  to  understand  that  these  are 
misconceptions,  and  we  need  to  set  them  aside. 

We  need  to  appreciate  and  to  declare  to  the  world  that  we 
are  members  of  a  community  which  is  quality  oriented,  and  that 
the  students  who  are  graduated  from  Fitchburg  are  con- 
siderably better  in  the  competitive  academic  and  work 
marketplace  than  many  from  other  institutions  of  higher 
learning. 

The  quality  of  students  here  reflects  the  same  range  of 
ability,  achievement,  and  interest  as  is  found  in  most  public  and 
private,  large  and  small  colleges  in  New  England.  Moreover,  we 
have  the  additional  advantage  of  a  student  body  that  is  goal- 
oriented  and  wants  to  succeed  with  its  own  professional 
mobility.  Many  private  college  faculty  complain  about  the  in- 
difference of  their  students.  I  think  that  is  not  the  case  here  at 
Fitchburg. 

What  some  might  consider  indifference  is  often  a  reflection 
of  a  certain  insecurity  or  timidity  on  the  part  of  our  students. 
Here  I  think  is  the  essence  of  the  importance  of  dealing  with  the 
notion  of  pride.  In  order  to  face  the  many  complexities  of 
academic  work,  personal  social  interaction,  of  moving  from 
feelings  of  joy  and  expectation  on  some  occasions  to  moments  of 
depression  on  others  (perhaps  after  receiving  their  first  failure 
in  an  examination) ;  we  need  a  strong  sense  of  self-concept.  We 
must  believe  in  ourselves  in  order  to  be  able  to  obtain  significant 
achievement  in  anything  important  to  us.  We  must,  therefore.

In  the  last  issue,  an  evaluation 
of  Needs-Assessment  Week 
(Spring,  1976)  regarding  student 
input  was  given  by  President 
Vincent  Mara  concerning  ex- 
ternal influences  and  under- 
graduate academics.  Now,  to 
expand,  President  Mara  reacts  to 
some  issues  in  graduate  and 
continuing  education,  student 
life,  and  faculty  concerns. 

First,  President  Mara  agrees 
with  the  proposal  of  a  survey  of 
needs  for  the  community 
regarding  continuing  education. 
Also,  the  President  welcomes  the 
idea  of  a  greater  dissemination  of 
information  pertinent  to  those 
programs.  As  for  using  television 
in  this   area   of  education,   the 


President  feels  that  this  student 
suggestion  must  be  studied 
further  by  an  appropriate 
college-wide  committee.  Again, 
Pres.  Mara  anticipated  dif- 
ficulties with  the  proposal  for 
students  teaching  students  was 
put  forth.  As  with  upper  class 
undergraduates  teaching  other 
undergraduates,  graduate 
students  instructing 
undergraduates  would  also  draw 
objections  from  some  students, 
faculty,  and  accrediting 
agencies. 

Improvements 
Second,  in  regard  to  student 
life,  President  Mara  agrees  that 
improvements  in  advising  and 
orientation  are  needed.  One 
possibility  brought  forth  by  the 
students,    that   a    Big   Brother- 


Sister  program  be  adopted  for 
freshmen,  may  help  alleviate  the 
problem.  But  concerning  the 
same  troubled  spot,  the  President 
temporarily  rules  out  the 
proposal  of  personal  counselor 
such  as  a  consultant  psychologis_ 
or  occupational  counselor  due  to 
budgetary  limitations.  Lastly 
the  President  agrees  that  mor, 
student-faculty  interaction  wo 
benefit  the  college  communi

On  November  2,  Massachusetts  voters  will 
not  only  elect  their  public  officials  but  will  also 
decide  important  questions  of  public  policy 
when  they  go  to  the  polls.  It  is  important  to 
understand  the  complex  questions  that  will 
revise  the  constitution,  make  laws,  and  advise 
the  legislature  on  important  policy  issues.  The 
following  is  a  summary  of  the  referendum 
questions  that  you  will  vote  upon  on  November 
2. 

QUESTION  1 

Proposed  Amendment 
to  the  Constitution 
EQUAL  RIGHTS 

Do  you  approve  of  the  adoption  of  an  amend- 
ment to  the  Constitution  summarized  below, 
which  was  approved  by  the  House  and  Senate 
on  August  15,  1973,  by  a  vote  of  261-0,  and  on 
May  14,  1975,  by  a  vote  of  217-55? 
SUMMARY 

The  proposed  amendment  would  provide  that 
equality  under  the  law  may  not  be  denied  or 
abridged  on  the  basis  of  sex,  race,  color,  creed 
or  national  origin.  This  amendment  adds  one 
sentence  to  Article  I  of  Part  the  First  of  the 
Constitution  which  now  contains  a  general 
statement  of  individual  rights,  including  the 
right  to  enjoy  and  defend  life  and  liberty  and 
the  right  to  acquire  and  protect  property. 
QUESTION2 

Proposed  Amendment 
to  the  Constitution 
GRADUATED  INCOME  TAX  RATES 
Do  you  approve  of  the  adoption  of  an  amend- 


ment to  the  Constitution  summarized  below, 
which  was  approved  by  the  General  Court  in 
joint  sessions  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
and  Senate  on  August  15,  1973,  by  a  vote  of  199- 
66,  and  on  May  7, 1975,  by  a  vote  of  228-41? 
SUMMARY 

The  proposed  amendment  would  authorize  the 
Legislature  to  substitute  for  the  present  system 
of  flat  or  uniform  personal  income  tax  rates  a 
system  of  rates  graduated  according  to  the 
total  amount  of  income  received.  The 
Legislature  would  also  be  authorized  to  provide 
for  reasonable  exemptions,  deductions,  credits, 
and  abatements  and  could  base  Massachusetts 
income  tax  provisions  on  provisions  of  Federal 
tax  law. 

QUESTION  3 
Proposed  Amendment 

to  the  Constitution 
ABSENTEE    VOTING    FOR    RELIGIOUS 
REASONS 

Do  you  approve  of  an  amendment  to  the  Con- 
stitution summarized  below,  which  was  ap- 
proved by  the  House  and  Senate  on  August  15, 
1973  by  a  vote  of  259-0,  and  on  May  12,  1976  by  a 
vote  of  262-1? 
SUMMARY 

The  proposed  amendment  would  authorize  the 
Legislature  to  provide  for  absentee  voting  by 
persons  who  hold  religious  beliefs  in  conflict 
with  the  act  of  voting  on  the  day  on  which  any 
election  is  to  be  held.

MASSACHUSETTS  POWER  AUTHORITY 

Do  you  approve  of  a  law  summarized  below, 
which  was  disapproved  by  the  House  on  May  5, 
1975  by  a  vote  of  179-46,  and  on  which  no  vote 
was  taken  by  the  Senate  before  May  7, 1975? 
SUMMARY 

Section  1  of  the  act  inserts  a  new  chapter  164B 
into  the  General  Laws  and  establishes  a 
Massachusetts  Power  Authority.  It  is  to 
establish  and  operate  a  bulk  power  supply 
system  to  supply  wholesale  electric  power  to 
utilities  throughout  the  Commonwealth.  The 
primary  purpose  of  the  Authority  is  to  supply 
the  Commonwealth  with  power  with  the 
minimum  adverse  impact  on  the  environment. 
The  Authority  will  build  and  operate  all  new 
generating  and  transmission  facilities  in  the 
Commonwealth  and  has  the  option  to  purchase 
existing  facilities  through  negotiation,  con- 
demnation, or  eminent  domain.  It  will  finance 
its  activities  by  issuing  revenue  bonds.  The 
Authority  will  be  exempt  from  taxation  but  will 
make  payments  in  lieu  of  taxes  to  cities  and 
towns  in  an  amount  equal  to  the  tax  which

BANNING  PRIVATE  HANDGUNS 
Do  you  approve  of  a  law  summarized  below, 
which  was  disapproved  by  the  House  on  May  3, 
1976,  by  a  vote  of  197-35,  and  on  which  no  vote 
was  taken  by  the  Senate  before  May  5, 1975? 
SUMMARY 

The  proposed  legislation  would  prohibit  the 
possession,  ownership  or  sale  of  any  weapon 
from  which  a  shot  or  bullet  can  be  discharged 
and  which  has  a  barrel  length  of  less  than 
sixteen  inches.  The  prohibition  would  not  apply 
to  military  personnel,  law  enforcement  of- 
ficers, federally  licensed  handgun 
manufacutrers  and  wholesalers,  common 
carriers  in  the  ordinary  course  of  transport,  or 
to  historical  societies  and  museums.  The  act 
would  not  affect  the  possession  of  rifles, 
shotguns,  and  certain  antiques  and  replicas. 
The  proposal  also  does  not  change  the  existing 
statutory  penalties  for  unlawful  possession, 
ownership  or  sale  of  handguns,  including 
provision  imposing  mandatory  jail  sentences. 
The  proposal  would  permit  owners  of  han- 
dguns to  surrender  their  weapons  to  any  law 
enforcement  agency  in  the  Commonwealth 
within  six  months  of  the  effective  date  of  the  act 
without  incurring  criminal  liability.  Those 
surrendering  handguns  within  that  six  months 
will  be  compensated  at  a  rate  to  be  determined 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Safety.

SUMMARY 

The  proposed  act  would  require  every 
beverage  container  sold  or  offered  for  sale  in 
the  Commonwealth  to  have  a  refund  value  of  at 
least  five  cents,  and  would  prohibit  the  sale  of 
metal  beverage  containers  with  flip-tops.  It 
would  apply  to  containers  for  beer  and  other 
malt  beverages  and  to  soft  drinks. 

The  act  would  authorize  the  Secretary  ot 
Environmental  Affairs  to  certify  containers  as 
reusable  or  recyclable.  It  contains  both  en- 
forcement and  penalty  provisions  and  would 
take  effect  on  February  1,  1977.

Business  study 
program  in  gear

The  first  step  in  initiating  the 
Business  Administration 
Program  at  Fitchburg  State 
College  has  finally  materialized 
with  the  hiring  of  Professor 
George  Murphy.  Mr.  Murphy, 
who  holds  an  MBA  from  Nor- 
theastern University,  came  to 
FSC  from  Mount  Wachusett 
Community  College  where  he  has 
been  teaching  for  the  past  ten 
years.  Presently,  a  large  part  of 
Mr.  Murphy's  job  involved  the 
selling  and  co-ordination  of  the 
business  program  within  FSC 
and  also  at  the  surrounding 
community  colleges. 

The  Business  Administration 
Program  as  instituted  at  FSC  is 
unique  in  that  it  is  an  upper- 
division  program.  This  simply 
means  that  the  first  two  years  of 
the  core  courses  must  be  earned 
elsewhere. 

Community  Colleges 

All  of  these  core  courses  are 
offered  at  the  various  community 
colleges.  FSC  will  be  working  in 
close  conjunction  with  the 
community  college  in  promoting 
the  program  and  in  generating 


interest  among  students  via  the 
community  college  transfer 
counselors. 

After  successfully  completing 
the  core  courses  at  a  community 
college,  a  student  can  apply  for 
admission  at  the  upper  level  at 
FSC  and  will  be  accepted  ac- 
cording to  existing  admission 
policies.  Once  admitted,  the 
student  will  take  the  upper-level 
courses  in  business  ad- 
ministration and  any  other 
general  courses  required  for  the 
Bachelor  of  Science  in  Business 
Administration. 

Three  courses  in  the  upper- 
level  management  curriculum 
are  presently  being  offered:  the 
Social  and  Political  Evnironment 
of  Business ;  Business  Policy  and 
Strategy;  and  Industrial 
Psychology. 

Next  Semester 

Business  courses  which  will  be 
offered  next  semester  through 
the  Evening  School  include 
Finance,  Marketing,  and  Taxes. 
In  addition,  several  of  the  core 
courses  could  possibly  be  offered 
at  FSC  through  existing  depart- 
ments.

CONCERT  REVIEW

With  posters  of  a  bird  flying  in  the  sky  at 
various  locations  on  campus,  and  a  sun  which 
hardly  rose  behind  the  information  desk  of  the 
Student  Union  (used  to  show  the  number  of 
tickets  sold),  the  group  "MorningSong"  and 
their  back-up  "Laurel"  travelled  from  Penn- 
sylvania on  Monday,  October  4  to  entertain  a 
small,  but  enthusiastic  group  of  approximately 
fifty  people  at  Weston  Auditorium. 

The  $2.99  gimmick  price  for  tickets  and  the 
dollar  refund  toward  the  next  FSC  concert  did 
not  help  to  attract  a  capaicty  crowd  (750 
people).  It  is  unfortunate  that  many  people 
were  reluctant  to  hear  a  group  that  did  not  have 
national  exposure. 

The  two  members  of  "Laurel"  played  for 
an  hour,  talking  and  joking  with  the  audience. 
Saying,  at  one  point,  "There  aren't  750  of  you 
here,  but  you  can  sound  like  it,"  received  a 
response  of  cheers  and  applause  from  the 
crowd. 

The  music  of  "Laurel"  is  mostly  soft  folk 

with  varying  blue-grass  and  rock  sounds.  The 

duo  performed  their  original  songs  and  left  the 

stage  thanking  the  crowd  for  a  "good  time" 

Casual 

The  five  members  of  "MorningSong" 
appeared  in  casual  attire,  but  their  musical 
style  and  performance  were  far  from  casual. 

Not  to  be  discouraged  by  the  poor  turnout, 
their  attitudes  were  high  and  the  harmony- 
perfect.  They  began  their  set  on  a  mellow  side 
doing  an  excellent  rendition  of  Crosby,  Stills 
and  Nash's  "Helplessly  Hoping." 

"MorningSong",  like  "Laurel",  is  not  a 
group  which  imitates  other  artist's  styles, 
although  traces  of  Steven  Stills,  Cat  Stevens 


and  the  Eagles  could  be  heard  in  some  of  their 
arrangements.  Some  of  the  original  pieces 
were  cuts  from  the  "Listen  to  a  Sunrise"  album 
on  which  all  members  contribute  either  with 
lyrics  or  musical  arrangements. 
Instruments 

The  variety  of  musical  styles  can  be  at- 
tributed to  the  many  instruments  introduced  in 
their  songs.  The  traditional  guitars,  drums  and 
tambourine  are  heard,  but  adding  to  the 
musical  array  are  a  banjo,  violin  and  viola, 
which  help  creat  the  foot-stompin',  blue-grass 
sound  of  the  group. 

For  one  and  a  half  hours,  "MorningSong" 
changed  the  mood  of  the  audience  from  mellow 
to  rambunctous  as  quickly  as  they  changed 
their  songs.  As  the  house  lights  glared  on,  the 
group  was  given  a  standing  ovation  from  a  very 
appreciative  crowd-to  which  they  invited 
everyone  to  stay  and  talk  while  the  equipment 
was  being  put  away.

2.  A  5  percent  cost  of  living 
adjustment  has  been  voted  for 
welfare  recipients. 

3.  A  5  percent  cost  of  living 
adjustment  has  been  voted  for 
the  medicaid  program. 

4.  Other  state  employees  have 
been  offered  a  $2,450  salary 
settlement  in  their  contract. 

5.  Other  state  employees  have 
een  offered  an  increase  in  in- 
surance benefits. 

6.  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Community  College  and  the 
Faculty  have  agreed  upon  a 
contract  with  raises  and  it  was 
negotiated  in  only  five  months. 

7.  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
State  Colleges  spent  $20,000  on  a 
fact  finders  report  and  then 
rejected  the  results. 

8.  That  fact  finders  report 
called  for  an  immediate  35 
percent  adjustment  in  faculty 
salaries  to  regain  lost  income 
over  the  past  3  years  since  the 
cost  of  living  has  risen  by  at  least 
25  percent.

New  track  features 
all-weather  surface 


Fitchburg  State  College  finally 
has  a  new  track  and  field-soccer 
facility  after  years  of  planning 
and  budget  hassles.  The  location 
is  south  of  the  college  tennis 
courts.  Go  down  North  Street  to 
John  Fitch  Highway,  cross  the 
intersection  and  take  the  first 
right. 

James  Sheehan,  Director  of 
Athletics  for  Men,  has  been  in- 
strumental in  the  promotion  and 
planning  of  the  track  facility.  He 
has  been  working  closely  with  Dr. 
Guindon,  Director  of  planning 
and  Development,  as  an 
authority  on  track  specifications 
and  equipment.  Sheehan  has  also 
been  responsible  enough  to 
double  check  construction 
procedures  with  Corwley  con- 
tractors (Leominster). 

The  facility  consists  of  a 
quarter  mile,  all-weather  track 
enclosing  a  new  soccer  field.  An 
additional  tennis  court  is  also 
under  construction  adjacent  to 
the  four  existing  nets.  Probably 
the  most  interesting  aspect  of  the 


new  track  is  the  idea,  promoted 
by  Sheehan,  to  measure  and 
mark  the  track  metrically.  This 
practice  is  encouraged  by  the 
AAU  and  the  NCAA  because  we 
must  abandon  the  linear  system 
eventually.  It  makes  sense  to 
take  the  initiative  in  coping  with 
change. 

Synthetic  Surface 

The  synthetic  surface  is  called 
"Chem  Turf."  It  is  an  extremely 
durable  layer  of  composition 
poured  over  an  asphalt  bed.  It  is 
three  eights  of  an  inch  thick  and 
is  tough  enough  to  accommodate 
track  spikes.  Included  in  the 
track  is  a  steeplechase  jump  (a 
tank  filled  with  water).  It's  built 
into  the  far  end  of  the  track.  The 
surface  is  wider  at  that  end  to  fit 
six  running  lanes  around  the 
jump.  The  straight  runway  is 
eight  lanes  wide  for  sprints. 

The  soccer  field  was  sodded 
last  week  but  will  not  be  ready  for 
play  until  springtime.  One  factor 
that  may  cause  difficulties  with 
the  maintenance  of  the  turf  is 


that  irrigation  was  not  installed 
under  the  field.  This  con- 
sideration was  made  in  planning, 
but  it  has  not  been  determined 
whether  somebody  screwed  up, 
funds  ran  short  or  some  other 
problems  arose  to  prevent 
connecting  water  lines.  A  good 
drainage  system  was  provided 
however.  The  setting  is  beautiful 
from  a  spectator's  and  com- 
petitor's point  of  view  since  the 
area  is  well  windshielded  by  a 
nice  treeline  and  topography. 

Cost 

The  cost. ..ahem. ..one-half 
million  clams  (a  clam  is  a 
slightly  devalued  dollar).  Ap- 
proximately 380  g's  went  to  ac- 
tual construction,  and  120  thou  for 
design,  survey  and  supervision. 
An  additional  15  grand  is  to  be 
allocated  for  appropriate  athletic 
equipment. 

One  last  controversial  note: 
Jim  Sheehan  is  vehemently 
opposed  to  the  Women's  Moto- 
cross  team  using  the  track  field.
